E ast Liverpool expects to profit from the exper­ 
ience of another Ohio river city, Steubenville, in the 
proposal to reduce tho width of the sidewalks on 
broadway, probably the city’s widest and longest 
thoroughfare, as a means o f coping with the traffic 
situation. 
Under the plan suggested, Die present 
20-foot 
sidewalk on eavh side of the street will be cut to 
IO or 12 feet, and the additional street space utilized 
for parking purposes. 
The proposal would permit eight or ten feet, de­ 
pending on the flnul decision a* to the width of the 
sidewalk, on txith Hie eastern and western side* of 
the street, for parking space. Here motorists would 
Ie permitted to place their cars, subject to the time 
limit to he fixed by police regulations. 
Within the last year, Steubenville moved the stub 
lines on Fifth street, one of the principal thorough­ 
fares, yet not as wide as East Liverpool's Broad- 
wny, in order to provide more traffic apace. 
So far little, if any objection, has been 
made 
against the proposal su g g ested by th e serv ice-sa fety 
department.

sale, or certified copies thereof 
back to, and Including, the orginal 
bill of sale, or back to, and In­ 
cluding, the sworn statement.

Building a tunnel in mammoth 
segments on land and then sinking 
it 63 to 83 feet in swlftly-flowfng, 
muddy water without interference 
with commerce, oach section In ex­ 
act position aud alignment, Is a 
feat at which the layman marvels. 
Yet It Is a mere detail to men who 
are constructing this unusual link 
between tho United States and the 
Dominion. 
Section Being Bored. 
A third of the highway, mole-like. 
Is being bored beneath the river 
bed to connect the yurts sunk from 
the surface. 
The thoroughfare will be for ve­ 
hicles exclusively. At Us northern 
terminal will be the business dis­ 
trict of Detroit; a t the southern 
terminal the business district of 
Windsor. Ont., gateway to Cana­ 
da’s largest and richest province. 
Two thousand cars an hour— 
1,000 In either direction—is the 
tunnel’s estim ated capacity. From 
portal to portal the 22-foot roadmap 
will be 5,135 feet, almost a mile, o r 
from street grade to street grad* 
slightly more than a mile. 
Crossing time Is expected to aver­ 
age three minutes. There will be 
45 feet of water above the tunnel 
in the channel, tapering to 30 feet 
at the harbor lines. 
American and Canadian capital

With a decade of actual construc­ 
tion under the federal aid act just 
comino to a close, tho highway en 
gineering forces of the country rap 
idly are completing the first stage 
of development of the greatest sys 
tem of roads the world has ever 
known. 
As 1930 begins, three states have 
completed initial improvement of 
*.11 of the roads within the 7 per 
c 1*"* system des’^nated as the fed- 
Bid roads, while others are 
t^ F u l n g down into the last one- 
third of this mileage. 
By and larg-\ most of the main 
traveled roads of the United States 
have now been improved to some 
degree, even though only the grad 
in f and drainage have been accom 
pitched. 
No Community Lacks Roads. 
T here is now no community in 
th e United States which is not ac­ 
cessible by a highway of some sort. 
S ir roads taking off from Maine. 
New York, 
Michigan. 
Wisconsin. 
Minnesota and Oregan are now im ­ 
proved from the northern to the 
southern boundaries of the United 
States. 
One from points east to 
St. Louis and on to San Diego is 
now improved from east to west, 
and 
two others, one along the 
'northern route, the second over 
♦he route of the Lincoln highway, 
fire improved for all 
but 
short 
Stretches. 
I In Maryland, Rhode Island and 
Delaware, 
the state engineers in 
E 
o-opt ration with tile secretary of 
griculture are already devoting 
portions of their annual allotment 
pf federal aid to tho improvement 
t>f roads outside of tile original 7 
per cent system, as the law pro 
.fides they may. 
Secanaary Road Aid. 
Elsewhere attention is now being 
given to the secondarj roads of the 
primary system, aud as their de­ 
velopment is pushed, more and 
more 
of 
the 
farmers 
will 
be 
brought 
into, direct contact with 
♦ lie cities. 
As the initial degree of improve- 
is completed Hie states are 
EuBng* ahead with the second end 
more costly stage of their wcrk. 
W herever traffic justifies it and 
funds permit, highways are being 
raised to new standards of service. 
A constant program of resurfacing 
to higher types is being carried 
out in every part of the country. 
Main arteries of communication 
are being widened and strengthen­ 
ed to meet the increasing demands 
of a traffic which today numbers 
more than 
26,000,000 
motor ve­ 
hicles of all kinds. 
Elimination of 
railroad 
grade 
crossings 
through relocation as 
well as by 
separations, 
realign­ 
m ents 
and 
super-elevations, 
are 
among the tasks which federal and 
state engineers have set tor them 
selves as major contributions to 
the safety of the motor-using pub 
lie. 
Federal Funds Lagging. 
In the accomplishment of this 
great feat it is a striking fact that 
more miles of road within the fed­ 
eral system have been improved 
by the states without federal aid 
than with :t. 
Of the certified eys 
tem of federal mileage, SO,OOO miles 
have been paid for in part by the 
nation, while 90,000 have been im­ 
proved nt the sole expense of the 
state, despite the fact that every 
mile in the system is of national 
importance. 
During 
the 
seven-year 
period 
freon 1921 to 1929 stale and local j 
■ L'cnditures 
for 
road 
purposes' 
increased from slightly more 
than $1,000,000,000 to an estimated 
total of $1.700,OOO,OOO. 
During tile same period Federal 
aid expenditures have 
decreased 
from $88,000,000 in 1921 to $77,500.- 
OOO in 1929, with a peal. of $91,000,- 
000 in 1925. 
In tlie same period motor vehicle 
revenues in the form of registra­ 
tion and gasoline taxes have risen 
from around $120,000,000 to an es­ 
timated total of 
$775,000,000, 
an 
amount which, without 
personal 
property and municipal taxes, vir 
tually equals the entire state ex 
penditures of $860,000,000 for 1929. 
In other words, during a period of 
intensive 
highway 
construction 
when every other agency increased 
its appropriations, Federal highway 
aid has remained static. 
Where it was once around 3 per 
cent of the total. Federal aid is 
now but 5 per cent, despite the fact 
that the roads which are of inter 
sta te importance, generally speak­ 
ing, are the heaviest traveled and 
consequently the most expensive. 
This condition assumes particu­ 
lar importance at the present time 
for four reasons: 
First, as President Hoover bas 
put it, the present time is a time 
when every effort should be made 
to “equalize deficits 
in 
employ- 
nt." 
No more gainful use can 
' nude of labor than in the con 
.ruction of roads. 
Second with the states entering 
upon a more expensive stage oi 
road construction, the Federal gov­ 
ernment should assume more of 
the costs of building the road.--. 
which are of national importance 
Third, there is an increasing and 
Justified demand for the improve 
merit of roads off the main s ta te , 


ten. 
Standard highway warning sigils 
have been adopted by all state..! in 
cooperation with the Department 
of Agriculture, aud on June 30 re­ 
ports to the 
Bureau 
of 
Public 
Roads indicated 
that 
twenty-one 
states had 
erected 
these signs; 
nineteen others were from 30 to 99 
per cent complete and six of the 
remaining seven were Inadequately 
marked with signs of their own de­ 
sign, which are being replaced by 
accepted standards as occasion per­ 
mits. 
The other state has begun 
work. 
As a guide to interstate or trans 
continental 
travelers, appropriate 
m arkers carrying 
assigned 
high­ 
way numbers have now been erec­ 
ted on designated routes iii twenty- 
three states. Twenty states report 
from ,>o to 99 per cent and expect 
completion this year. 
The five re­ 
maining states are but 25 per cent 
complete, but will finish this year 
Roadside improvement is finally 
coming into the picture and virtu­ 
ally all of the states are today in 
the beginning of a systematic ef­ 
fort to make highways sightly as 
well as useful. 
World-Wide Activity. 
Strides forward are being made 
in world highway development. 
The second Pan-American High­ 
way Congress at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, last August, disclosed the 
great progress made in all coun­ 
tries of the New World since the 
Pan-American 
Highway 
Commis­ 
sion came hero in 1924. 
Similarly, 
the 
Inter-American 
Highway Congress at Panam a in 
October gave definite assurance ol 
the location and construction of 
roads between the United States 
and Panam a within the next five 
yea rs 
The outstanding event nov, on 
tile highway calendar for 1930 is 
the sixth annual 
session 
of
